VIRGINIA IN ASHES. 


.Nevada monrns. The largest, live- 
liest and b«rt city of the State has 
been completely destroyed by fire. 
And what was once the largest 
litttft city in the United States has 
suffered the fate which befel Boston 
and Chicago. It is perfectly awful 
to contemplate! The failure of the 
Bank of California, which paralyzed 
temporarily the Coast, is as nothing 
in comparison. 
All the principal 


business houses, hotels, bank build- 
ings, churches, elegant residences, 
and even the lowest hovels of the 
city are gone. The mammoth hoist- 
ing works, mills, etc., of the leading 
mines pf the world have succumbed 
to the flames. The works of the Con- 
solidated Virginia, California and 
•Opbir, and others, the most exten- 
sive and the best that money could 
procure are now a mass of slumber- 
ing embers. A catastrophe so dis- 
astrous as that which yesterday befel 
Virginia will have a marked effect 
upon all classes and shades of busi- 
ness, and many years will elapse ere 
•the effects of such a public calamity 
will disappear. Fen can not describe 
•the situation in that place. Thou- 
sands of people homeless; many per- 
haps have lost lives or limbs; those 
who were rolling in wealth bnt two 
days ago are now tasting the bitter 
dregs of poverty; and friends and 
relatives completely bowed down in 
misery and sorrow. And who of 
Nevada's citizens will not mourn at 
the destruction of the representative 
mining city of the world? But she 
will rise again! her mines are still 
there! her citizens have energy and 
ability above the average! and when 
Phoenix-like she docs again appear 
it will be like the morning star, 
brighter and brighter as time rolls 
on. 


A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 


We have frequently suggested to 


the owners of the Comstock mines 
the excellent site furnished by the 
Truekee river at Kono for mills, etc. 
We still believe it a good business 
proposition for them, and now that 
many of their mills have been de- 
stroyed, and in view of the still fur- 
ther fact of the inability of the Car- 
son river to furnish a sufficient quan- 
tity of water power the year round, 
we entertain the idea that now a fine 
opportunity is afforded them to carry 
out our views. The bounteous sup- 
ply of pure water the Trnckee fur- 
nishes would prove effective in pro- 
pelling the machinery and also in 
case of fire. We hope this proposi- 
tion will meet with the consideration 
to which it is justly entitled.

The fate so long dreaded by the 


people of Virginia has come at last. 
Two-thirds of the city is now a smol- 
dering ruin, the principal business 
part of the city, containing nearly all 
the valuable buildings, was in the 
space of a few short hours razed to 
the ground. 


TOT 7IBB STABTED 


At about 5% A. M. in a small one- 
story lodging-house, on the east side 
of A street, between Taylor and Union 
kept by a woman named Kate Shay, 
better known as "Crazy Kate." The 
Babcock 
Fire 
Extinguisher 
was 


soon on hand, as also the hand engine 
of Fire Company No. 4, but all was 
of no avail to stay the progress of 
the flames; before the steamers could 
get a stream on the fire, the doom of 
the city was sealed. 


THE STRONG WIND 


Was blowing from the west at the 
time, which carried the flames and 
burning cinders for hundreds of feet 
and twenty minutes after the first 
alarm, not less than thirty or forty 
buildings were in flames. Where 
the damage is so great there is no 
use of attempting to enter into a de- 
tailed account of the losses; the best 
idea that can be given being that 
they are computed by millions. 


THE FIRE EXTENDED 


From Taylor street on the south, al- 
most to the cemetery on the north, 
and from Stewart on the west to G 
street, or perhaps farther, on the 
east. The area of the ground trav- 
ersed by the flames is about three- 
quarters of a mile in length, by half 
a mile in width. 


As the wind was blowing toward 


the north and east, the spread of the 
fire in the opposite direction was 
comparatively slow, and something 
like a fight was made against it. On 
the west side of B street it crossed 
over to Taylor and burned Curly 
Bill's livery stable, Eagle Fire En- 
gine Co.'s house, and Wm. Wood's 
residence. 
The residence of Mark 


Strouse, adjoining Wood's, caught 
fire, but was put out by the hand en- 
gine of Eagle No. 3, which was sta- 
tioned at the Gould & Curry cistern 
at the commencement of the fire, and 
kept the same position during the 
lay, doing good service all the time. 
On the east side of B street the fire 
wns checked at Marye's new three- 
story brick building, it being the 
aat that was destroyed. At 11 A. M. 
the fire appeared to be under control 
at a point opposite Marye's building 
on the west aide of C street. Black's 
juilding, on the corner of C and Tay- 
or, was the last building destroyed 
on the east side of C street.

town is also destroyed, some idea of 
the blow it is to the Comstock may 
be imagined. The spread of tho fire 
was so rapid that nothing but a few 
articles of wearing apparol, jewels, 
etc., were saved by the fleeing in 


es of the 
burning buildings. 


These are scattered over the hillsides 
west of town, and in the streets. 


BUILDINGS BLOWN UP. 


Tho fight against the fire was as 


vigorous as could be mode, no ef- 
fort being spared to stay its progress. 
The aid of powder was called in, and 
buildings blown 
up at 
different 


poiuts toward the north and east of 
the city, but the flames leaped over 
all obstacles, and places whii'h one 
minutes were hundreds of feet dis- 
tant from the fire were the next a 
sheet of flame. It appeared for a 
long time a* if the new C. & G. •hoist- 
ing works, down in Chinatown, were 
doomed, but a desperate and success- 
ful effort was made to fcave them.! 


THE MEN IN THE MINES 


Were, so far as known, all got out, 
and among the general disaster we 
have not any loss of life to chronicle 
Of course all particulars caunot be 
learned in a few hours, and it & pos 
sible, and even probable, that out of 
tbe thousands who were rendered 
homeless a few may have been too 
late in attempting to escape. 


INCENDIARIES. 


It is reported that one man was seen 
attempting to set fire to some build- 
ings, but as it did not come- under oni 
observation and no one could give a 
descriptiou of him, the rumor niu> 
be without any foundation. For the* 
credit of humanity, we hope that 
such was not the cose, 'fuller ac 
counts' will be given at another date, 
together with what will be clone for 
for the relief of the sufferers by the 
charitable here and elsewhere. 


In writing tbo above we .failed to 


mention that the Gold Hill Fire De- 


partment turned oat and rendered 
all the aid possible, the steamer of 
Yellow Jacket No. 2, being stationed 
at the Gould ft Curry hoisting works 
during the first of the conflagration, 
and consequently at different points. 


LATER. 


TWO MEN KILLED—THE LIVES O* TWO 


CHILDflEN BATED. 


We learned that Mike Malone, of 


Gold Hill, was killed by a falling 
wall on Union street, between D and 
C streets. 
Mr. O. D. Williams, 


while climbing a burning stairway 
in a building on B street discovered 
two small children asleep, apparent- 
ly forgotten and left to their fate, 
and taking one under each arm, he 
rasdued them from their perilous sit- 
uation, and placed them in the care 
of Pat Ennis, of the Emmet Guard, 
where the owuers can find them. 
Another man, whose name we could 
not learn, was killed, and another 
wounded, by a falling wall of Fred- 
rick's jewelry store. 


The fire has been stayed at Marye's 


brick building between B and C 
streets, and on Smith street, below 
E, F and G streets. A report comes 
just as we go to press that six men 
Lave been buried in the ruins of 
some of the falling buildings near 
the corner of Taylor and C streets. 
This needs confirmation.
